A meeting of the Royal Dublin Society 
1orse Show Committee was held in the Show

Chair. 

The question of the dates for the Horse 
Show, 1925, was under consideration, and it 
was unanimously resolved that the Show next 
year should be held on the 4th, Sth, 6th, and 
7th August—the week corresponding to this 
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THE CHAMPION CUPS, 
AR 
BRIGHT PROSPECT RETAINS 
IWO TROPHIES. 
Tradition has it that the second ‘day of the 
Show is the Cup Day. It has its full round 
of attractions, competitions, side shows, ete., 
but its most striging feature ever lies in 
the fact that on the Wednesday forenoon the 
successes achieved in the classes generally 
upon the Tuesday are rounded off when the 
champion horses are selected First of all 
the cups which have been allocated amongst 
the brood divisions of the hunters.are taken 
in their respective rings—the “Coote Per- 
petual Challenge Cup “ for the heavy-weights, 
the “Joseph Widger Challenge Cap” for 
middile-weights,; and the ‘* Samuel Ussher 
Roberts Challenge Cup “ for the light-weights. 
After that there is a grand rally, so to speak, 
in the jumping enclosure, and the winners ef 
the Champion Cups for the Show as a whole— 
viz., the *‘* Babes in the Wood’ Champion 
Cup" and the “ Laidlaw Champion Cup *— 
ave selected, as well as of the ‘‘ Pembroke 
Cup " (which does duty in similar fashion for 
young horses suitable for hunters). 

Mr. H. D. Kenny s grand type of a weight 
carrier, his meely-bred br. g. Bright Prospect, 
the holder, by the way, of last year’s 
Champion Cups at the Show, was practically 
a certain winner of the ‘‘Coote Perpetual 
Challenge Cup, .and easily took the award, 
the veserve going to Mr. G. BR. Whitmore’s 
very promising four-year-old gelding, Red 
Tape, who had headed his class on the pre- 
vious day. In the medium ‘weights a right 
good sort, Lady Helen McCalmont’s six- 
year-old chestaut gelding, Smoke, carried off 
the ‘‘Joseph Widger Peepetual,.Challenge 
Cup.” the reserve for which was Mr. Robert 
Cargill's four-year-old Golden Sun; while in 
the light weights “Miss D.° Lawlor took the 
‘Samuel Ussher Roberts Challenge Cup ” 
with the four-year-old. b.g. Quarry Vale. the 
reserve going to Mr. M. Hyde for the aged 
b.c. Automatic. 

Next followed the adjudication in the 
jumping enclosure on the Champion Cups of 
the Show—viz., the *"* Babes in the Woot” 
Cup ” for the best hunter in the Show, four- 
vear-old and upwards, and the “ Laidlaw 
Champion Cup’ for the best hunter in the 
Show bred in Ireland. Both were held by 
Mr. H. D. Kenny, who won them last year 
with Bright Prospect, and the. velding had 
little. difficulty now in retaining.them both 
for a second year. It would be difficult tu 
fault Bright. Prospect, a hunter of the old- 
fashioned, compact true weight-carrying type, 
which seems difficult to breed nowadays. 
Lady Helen MeCalmont took the reserve in 
each with Smoke, a nice gelding and a good 
horse. 

As for the *‘ Pembroke Challenge Cup '— 
for the best in the voung horses classes, bred 
in Ireland by the exhibitor, and continuously 
owned by him up to time of entry—it was 
well carried off by Mr. John Bamber, with 
Fair Hilda H., a winner on the previous day 
in the three-year-old filly class. The reserve 
was awarded to Mr. Leo Charles for Skrun 
Prince, who had headed the three-vear-old 
gelding class on the day before. 


RIDING COBS AND PONIES. 


Although an early start was made yesterday 
in Ring 5, the adjudication on the four riding 
cobs and pony classes (Classes 27, 28, 29 and 
50) occupied Major-General BR. St. C. Lecky 
and Captain F. Spooner until we'l into the 
afternoon hours. Very good classes they 
were also, on the whole; and the judges 
began with heavy-weight cobs over 14.2 to 
15.1 hands. In this Northern exhibitors held 
a strong hand, and in good competition Mr. 
W. McCaldin won with the six-year-old b.g. 
The Toff. There was a lot to like about Mr. 
M. MeMahon’s Saféty, which took the second 
award, but the catalogue gave no particulars 
beyond the name. The only exhibitor from 
south of the Boyne to score was Mr. H. J. 
O'Reilly, of Booterstown. who received the 
third rosette for the aged b. or br. m. Kleon. 
No reserve was given. but Mr. J. Bamber 
received a v.h.c. for The Miller, a four-vear- 
old ch. g., and Mr. W. McCaldin a h.e. for 
the six-year-old gr. m. Bracelet. 

The next was a fairly numerons class of 
riding ponies (Class 28—over 14 and not ex- 
ceeding 15 hands and likely to make polo 
ponies). Here again the North was well “in 
the money.”’ Mr. W. McCaldin won this time 
with the six-vear-old br. m. Zig-Zag. while 
Mr..M. McMahon carried off second and third, 
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the former with the ch. m. Lady Clare, 
6 years, and the latter with the b. m. Ruby, 
6 years. For the ch. m. Molly Bawn Mr. W. 
Graham received the reserve, while the only 
local exhibitor to receive a ting honour was 
Mr. F. Lillis, of Dublin, who got a v.h.c. for 
the aged ch. m. Mademoiselle and a h.c. for 
the six-year-old ch. m. Pancake. One other 
h.c, was awarded—viz., to Mr. J. Bamber for 
the ch. m. Gambetta. 

Two classes of children's Ep completed 
.the day's bill, both to be ridden by boys or 
girls under 14 years of age, and both, by the 
way, had a very interested and numerous 
gallery. The over 12 hands and not exceed- 
ing 14 hands class (Class 29) was quite strong, 
and was headed by Mr. McL. Wallace's b. g. 
Gentleman John, the second going to Mr. 

J. O'Mara for the piebald mare Caravan, and 
the third to Mr. R. Parks for the b. 
Reliable. There was no reserve, but Mrs. 

B. Slocock took a v.h.c. for the grey g. Silvo; 
and three h.c.’s were also awatded—viz., to 
Miss Lélia Brabaron for Tricksie, to Mr. J. 
R. W. Murland for Feizul, and to Mr. A. 
Rogers for Rodeo. 

In the under 12 hands class a proper sense 
of the gravity of the occasion was shown both 
by the ponies and their youthful riders. 
Master P. Hore-Ruthven headed the class with 
his gr. m. Dolly, he defeating another grey in 
Miss Néel Kenny's Little Squire, both being 
followers of the Kildare Hounds. Miss Marvy 
Ray took third with the b. g. Scamp; and, if 
there was no reserve awarded, there were foar 
other ring honours distributed. A v.h.c., for 
example, was given Miss Dorothy Hicks for 
her b. m. Rosie; a h.c. to Master Bertie 
McCutcheon for his five-year-old bl. mare, and 
two “ commendeds’’—viz., one to Miss Pat 
Gibson for the b. m. Bess and the other to 
Mr. J. Heney for the roan. gelding Tom Tit.

HARNESS HORSES. 


There were only two competitors in the 
class for double harness mares or geldings, 
which was won by Mr, Andrew Maitland’s 
nite pair of dark brown geldings, Cestrian 
Furious and Cestrian Fur, Mr. John 
Warwick's bays, Master John and Wildfire, 
being second. ‘The class for novice mares or 
geldings over 15 hands in single harness 
was appropriated by Mr. Bertram W. Mills’s 
Edgeware Dusky Queen, who also won the 
Hickman Cup for best registered hackney in 
novice classes driven in single harness... Mr. 
William 8. Miller’s pretty chestnut ge!ding, 
Knight Baneret, a son of the winning stallion, 
Mathias, was second, with Mr. John Highet's 
Lady Grace, a bay mare, a daughter of 
Mathias, third. 

There was no first prize awarded in the 
class for novice mares or geldinas in single 
harness over 14 and not exceeding 15 hands, 
and Mr. T. Murphy's Tommy, a chestnut 
gelding by Colonel Axworthy, was awarded 
second place, while Mr. Phil Cosgrave’s bay 
mare, Tiney, was third. Mr. Andrew Mait- 
land's Cestrian Fury was adjudged the 
winner of the class for novice mares or geld- 
ings in single harness not exceeding 14 hands, 
Mr. John Highet’s Queen of Trumps, a fine 
bay mare by Fusee, coming second, and third 
prize went to Glenavon Joy, a four-year-old 
bay mare. 

A clas of five, in the open mares or 
not exceeding 14 hands in single harness, 
was topped by Mr. Andrew Maitland’s 
Cestrian Furious, while next in order came 
Mr. John Highet’s Queen of Trumps, and 
third was Mr. John Warwick's bay gelding, 
Wildfire. In tandems Mr. Bertram M. Mills 
once more came to the fore, winning both 
first and third pizes with Edgeware Duke and 
Edgeware Dusky Queen and Edgeware Sur- 
prise (a black mare) and Edgeware Supreme 
(a black gelding), respectively. The Brockle- 
bank Challenge Cup, presented for the best 
exhibit in horses or ponies in the tandém 
classes, was awarded to Mr. Mills, who also 
won it last year. Second place was taken by 
Mr. Andrew Maitland’s pair of bay geldings, 
Glenavon Regal and Cestrian Royalist.

ison with anything seen in the past. Un- 
Rctegmtely, however, before the third com- 
ition was run off drenching rain set in, 
which turned the scene to a more gloomy 
colour, umbrellas and mackintoshes quickly 
covering up the brilliant costumes of the 
ladies. 

Competition B, which was confined to heavy 
and medium-weight hunters, was won by Mr. 
William Perrott’s Peter, ridden by Mr. Love. 
This bay gelding, like Chappie, the winner of 
Competition A of the previous day, hails from 
the County Cork; and another horse from 
the same county gained second honours, this 
being Mr. FE. Walsh's Red Rose, ridden by 
Mr. G. M. Smith. Mr. Bertram M. Wills, an 
English exhibitor, who specialises more in 
harness horses, won third prize for his Air 
King, while Nugget, the third in the first 
day's competition, was now awarded fourth 
prize. Thirty-nine horses turned out for Com- 
petition C, which was for light-weight hunters. 

n this again the judges had no easy task 
with so many proficient performers. amongst 
the entries. First honours in this event went 
to County Dublin, Miss E. M. Corbally, of 
Rathbeale Hall, Swords, winning with Peter 
Pan, a seven years old horse, who improved 
in his jumping every time he ap . He 
was little better, however, than Mr. R. 
Garnett’s Hope, which was placed second. 
The other prizes went to Mr. M. Hyde's Vixen 
and Mr. D'Arcys Jerry. The. only 
accident in any way of a serious character 
occurred during the closing round of this 
competition, when Gladeye, who had put him. 
self well in the running, threw his rider, 
Major W. H. Brooke, at the double. The 
horse had been given second award to Chappie 
on Tuesday, and but for this mishap would 
likely have again gained recognition.

FINE EXHIBITION OF 
STAINED GLASS. 


He - 


From opening hour there was a steady 
stream of visitors to the Art Industries Hall 
at the Ballsbridge Show Grounds yesterday. 

A notice of oil peintings and water- 
colours appeared in yesterday's issue. The 
three outstanding sections in the exhibition 


of those handicrafts allied to art are those for 


stained glass, for metal 
enamelling. 

The trophy offered for artistic workers as 
distinguished from artists, the second of the 
two Tailteann “w medais, was awarded to 
Mr. Harry Clarke, of Dublin, for his exhibits 
of stai glass. His work, as ought to be 
well known by this time, is a break-away 
from the stereotyped, even cheap, style of 
lass from Italy and Austria that is to be 
ound in too many of our Irish churches He 
is at his best in such a composition as “' St, 
Agnes’ Eve” (394), which at first glance is a 
revel in blue. Study of the details brings 
out,. one- by one, the many beauties which 
go to make the one beautiful whole—the tiny 
yellow light of a flickering candle, for ex- 
ample, Mr. Clarke also got the silver medal 
for the class for glass. ‘‘St. Agnes’ Eve” 
was, at great inconvenience, lent by the 
owner, Mr. George N. Jacob, of whose house 
in Ailesbury road it is one of the beauties. 

While this exhibit stands out for its 
originality of conception and perfection of 
technique, “there are other exhibit? which 
show that the Nublin standard is going up 
rapidly. Almost lost in a corner is a tiny 
pane} (684) by Miss Kathleen Quigley which 
is a little gem of colour and grace. Another 
arresting pane) (3587) is by Vise Mary M. 
Moss. ; 

The best of the work in gold and silver is 
deserving of every praise. The tabernacle door 
(485), in silver gilt, for which Oswald Reeves 
was awarded the silver medal, is original in 
The same praise goes 
to the bronze medal award, a jewel casket of 
copper, silver, brass and enamel (483), the 
work of Miss Frances Burroughs. In this 
class, and in several others in this department 
of the .exhibition, too many of the workers 
cannot get away from the Celtic design obses- 
sion, 

With sixty-four eatries, the ciass for enamel 
work. was a remarkable testimony to the 
taste and skill of our craftsmen and crafts- 
women: Miss Kathleen Bridle’s first piise 
exhibit of an enamel plaque (571) would stand 
gak in ny collection of enamel work.. The 
treatment of the mermaid is very délicate 
indeed. Miss Margaret O'Keeffe has a plaque 
(585) notable for the fine drawing of the nude 


work, and for 


. figure and its rich, mutton-fat colouring. The 
| Sliver beaker and cover (689) of Miss Nora 
1 O'Kelly is another outstanding exhibit in a 


notable collection of good work. 

There was a great show of jewellery work, 
largely original in design and treatment. Of 
the group that brought the premier award to 
Miss Nan Holland, a gold and silver pendant 
(516) is exquisite in its grace and delicacy of 
finish. The decorative leather work is plenti- 
ful and the best very . We liked most 
of all a stool top (1185) by Miss Norah Jack- 
son, which must have escaped the notice of 
‘the judges. Here we have beautiful technique 
employed on a design which is Celtic adapted 
to modern requirements. Neither the design 
nor the treatment is cheap, which is more 
than can be said for many of the exhibits in 
this class. 

Many more of the exhibits would claim 
notice if space permitted. A line must be 
given to the rich-toned church bell (472), 
which is judged by experts to be the best 
production yet of Mr. Matthew O’Byrne’s 
James's street foundry. The lace work, 
crochet and embroidery section is in keeping 
with traditions in this domestic craft. 
Cabinet-making, wood-carving and inlaying on 
wood are represented by some very well 
finished articles, and vy some that are on the 
showy rather than the artistic side. To judge 
by the exhibits, toy-making in this country 
has not reached an advanced stage. 

Sir John Lavery has recommended the Com- 
mittee to give a silver medal to Mr. Patrick 
J. Tuohy on the ground that his picture, 
No. 216, shows special merit.

CHARGE OF ARREST 
AND DETENTION. 


INFORMATIONS REFUSED. 

Patrick Murray, merchant, of Tashinay, 
Ballymahon, was charged on remand at 
Longiord District Court yesterday with aid- 
ing and abetting the illegal arrest and de- 
tention of Thomas Manly, of Ringowney, 
Edgeworthstown,-on the 17th of July last. 

it was stated on the previous Court day 
that Murray went security for Thomas Manly 
in the Ulster Bank for £500. Manly failed 
to meet the bill, and, according to an 
information sworn by the Rev. 
Manly, Murray visited him, said that Ins 
brother was not fit to live, and that he would 
not be responsible for what would happen. 
A ‘etter was received from the military head- 
quarters of the Republicans by Father Manty 
telling him of his brother’s arrest and sug 
gesting that he should settle his claims. 

The case had been adjourned for the pro- 
duction of the Rev. Father Manly, who now 
attended to give evidence. 

Messrs. Hannan and U Brien (State solici- 
tors) prosecuted for the State, and Mr. M. 
Kenny, solicitor, appeared for the accused. 

The Rev. Father Manly, in the course of 
his evidence, said that he was the brother of 
Thomas Manly, the imprisoned man. In the 
mouth of June last Patrick Murray, the 
accused, came to his house and made a state- 
ment. Witness afterwards received a docu- 
ment, and in consequence of what he had 
heard he handed the letters over to the Super- 
intendent of the Civic Guard, Longtord, and 
swore an information. One of the letters was 
t¥pewritten and anonymous, and it was 
sigued Q./C., Military Headquarters, Midland 
Division. It covered an enclosure from wit- 
nees'a brother,” Thomas Manly. Before the 
receipt of that etter his brother lived at 
Ringowney, Edgeworthstown. He last saw 
him in the early part of the year, and had 
not seen him since. 

' Mr. Kenny (for accused) declined to cross- 
examine. ws 

Sergeant M‘Nally swore that he arrested 
.the accused on the 22nd of July and charged 
him with the illegal arrest and detention of 
Thomas Manly, Accused said: '' | am sur-

The proceedings in the Sale Paddock were 
reminiscent of the palmiest days of what has 
long since become one of the most important 
sections—if, indeed, it is not now the uiost 
important—of the Show.

PRINCE OF WALES'S 
“GREETING. 


ITS PREVENTION, 


TORONTO, Wednesday. 

H is estimated. that over 2,000 acientists 
will attend the meetings of the British 
Association, which is opened here to-night, 
with Sir David Bruce’s presidential address. 
An official welcome, on behalf of the Ontario 
Government, was given to the leading officers 
of the Association at Parliament Buildings 
this afternoon.

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 


Major-General Bruce, after emphasising the 
importance of preventive work in its bearing 
on human happiness and efficiency, gave an 
account of the three principal classes ol 
disease—namely, infectious diseases, diseases 
due to deficiency of diet or insufficiency of 
light and air, and diseases due to the action 
uí the ductless, glands—and described the 
methods employed in their prevention, 

As an illustration of the importance of pre 
ventive work, he quoted a recent statement 
of the British Minister for Health, to the 
effect that upwards of 20,000,000 weeks of 
work were lost every year through sickness 
among insured workers in England, which 
meant that the equivalent of the work per-. 
formed, by 575,000 people during the whole 
year was lost to the nation. it had recently 

n calculated that the direct loss in Eng- 
land and Wales from. sickness and disability 
amounted to £150,000,000 annually. 

PREVENTION OF INFECTLOUS 

: DISEASES. 

After an historical acccount of the growth 
of medicine from ' an art of observation and 
empiriciam to an appled science . founded 
upon research,” Major-General Bruce turned 
to the subject of infectious diseases, which, 
he declared, were formerly regarded as the 
work of evil spirits, but were now known to 
be due to the transference of germs from in- 
fected to uninfected bodies. 

Infectious diseases, the speaker explained, 
were classed as bacterial, including such 
diseases as typhoid and diphtheria, or pro 
tozoal, of which malaria and sleeping sickness 
were well-Known examples, and, in addition, 


many well known maladies, such as influenza, 
scarlet févet, measles and smallpox. Bacteria! 
diseases could be prevented by three principal! 
methods—firstly, by getting down to bedrock 
and stopping the disease at its source, his 
had been done in the ease of Malta fever by 
forbididng the consumption of goat's milk. 

Secondly, there was the method of vaccina- 
tion or imeculation, an operation in which a 
small portion of the disease was administered, 
thus causing to set ap in the blood ‘anti- 
toxins or anti-bodies which successfull 
resisted further attacks of the ‘bacillus ; ns 
thirdly, there was the injection of ready- 
formed aftitoxins,.a miethod used in com- 
bating, for example, diphtheria and tetanus. 
This method produced a weaker resisting 
effect than imoculation or vaccination, and 
was resorted to only when there was imme 
diate dahger of the disease breakihg out 
Tuberculosis, also included among the 
bacterial diseases, could not be attacked by 
one of these three methods, but depended 
for its prevention on the provision of a 
better environment and the education of the 
poor in physiological living. The contamina 
tion of herds of cattle with tuberculosis was 
su great that no pains should be spared to 
secure a safe milk supp y. 

SLEEPING SICKNESS. 

Turning to the protozoal diseates, Major- 
General Bruce gave an interesting account of 
the discovery of the part pleyed by insects 
im the causation of tropical el especially 
by the tsetse fly, which was responsible for 
the transierence of nagana or tsetse fly disease 
from wild cattle, which acted as “ reservoira ” 
of the disease, but were themselves mmnape, 
to other animals which the fly happened to 
bite. These facts had been discovered as a 
result of tesearches made among native 
cattle in the north of Zululand in 1894, in 
which Major-General Bruce had himself taken 
part. 

Sleeping sickness and malaria, other well- 
known forms of protozoal diseases, were, the 
speaker said, iho carried by insects—the 
teetee fly and the mosquito respectively. The 
methods of preventing diseases of this nature 
consisted of getting rid of the insect, the 
vector or carriér, of removing men or anjmals 
from the area infected, or, in the case of 
nagana, of removing the ‘* resefvoir ie, 
the wild game from which the disease was 
carried. 

The President then went on to discuss the 
undetermined group of infectious diseases. 
The theory with :egard to these diseases was 
that the tiny living gernis catsihg them were 
ultramicroscopic. Some of them were highly 
infectious, appearing to infect at a distance 
through the air. In some cases there was no

STRONG CRITICISM OF

Mr. Ponsonby was received with Ministerial 
cheers when ke rose to make his statement on 
the Anglo-Russian negotiations in the House 
of Commons yesterday. He said that negotia- 
tions between the British and Russian dele- 
ations had continued during the last twenty- 
our hours, and a settlement was fina 
reached at 3.30 o'clock that day. (Ministerial 
cheers.) It had been a race against time, 
because he was anxious to announce the 
settlement before the House rose, and also 
that they should have an opportunity of 
examining the Treaty before the recess. The 
Treaty had to lie on the table for twenty-one 
days before ratification, so that there would 
be an opportunity for Parliamentary discus- 
5 


ion. 

The conference had been conducted through- 
out in a friendly spirit—mostiy private con- 
versations between himself and Mr. Rakovsky. 

There was a Commercial Treaty and a 
General Treaty. “he Commercial Treaty 
followed the . dsual . lines oí. commercial 
treaties. We received unconditional, most 
favoured nation treatment’ for our goods, 
and in return we admitted the. Soviet Union 
inte the export credit scheme. There was one 
unusual clause, which was likely te be the 
subject of discussion. They’ had taken into 
account the Soviet Union monopoly of foreign 
trade, and had granted to some of the trade 
delegation diplomatic immunity for them- 
selves. That was a new departure., If the 
Labour Government did not make a new 
departure, nobody would. In the General 
Treaty there was a recital of thé various 
treaties that formerly existed, and those that 
had lapsed. Some were renewed, subject 
to revision. 

FISHERY AGREEMENT. 

The Treaty made provision for a fishery 
agreement. A line had been agreed to in the 
White Sea which satisfied the experts, and, 
he hoped, our fishermen. He did not think 
it would exclude our fishermen from the area 
hitherto used by them. 

The main part of the Treaty affected debts 
and claims, There were three classes of 
claims—bondholders, miscellaneous, and pro- 
perty claims... They were confronted with 
decrees of repudiation and nationalisation. 
While protecting British interests, they de- 
sired not to interfere with Soviet decrees. It 
was no business of theirs. í 

The Soviet were trying a great experiment, 
which might ultimately benefit mankind. 
With regard to bondholders; they had an 
admission of liability from the Soviet. Go- 
vernment, and an assurance that they would 
negotiate with the hondholders. He be- 
lieved they were in process of doing so with 
a considerable number. With regard to mis- 
cellaneous claims, there was an arrancge- 
ment to investigate all claims, and decide on a 
lump sum compensation by Commission of both 
sides. They had made no attempt to settle 
.the figures, but rather to get admissions in 
principle, and to set up machinery to arrive 
at a settlement. The Treaty was the first 
step. 

: LOAN PROPOSALS. 

When half the bondholders were satisfied 
with the terms reached, when the Govern- 
ment was satisfied with the lump-sum 
reached in settlement of miscellaneous 
claims, and when there was an agreed settle. 
ment regarding property claims, these agree-

The whole of the estates belonging to the 
Philorth Estates Company, situated in the 
Parishes of Rathen, Tyrie and. Pitsligo, 
Aberdeenshire, and the ter of their 
estates in the Parish of Fraserburgh, have 
been sold, with entry at Whit Sanday, 1925. 
The lands and feu duties within the Burgh of 
Fraserburgh have not been sold.

Now, however, the increase of taxation and 
other burdens imcidental to large estates have 
become. more than can be met without 
sacrificing the future oí my son, the Master 
of Saltoun, whom I am bound to consider, 
and who fully -concurs with me in this 
matter. . Under these circumstances, we have 
had to yield. to the itievitable. I am glad to 
know that it is the intention of the purchaser 
of the estates to give each tenant a favour- 
able opportunity of acquiring his holding. 
The Master of Salioun, who has sold the

THE BOUNDARY. BILL, 


The Tiwics in a leading article gays :—lhe 
Government hate wiseiy refused to sub 
ordinate the plain requirementa of the Parla 
mentary sitiwtion in \hts country to the sup 
posed necessities oi the Free Siate Govern 
ment in Ireland—-we may fairly call them 
supposed necessities without unuerrating the 
very real difficulties which undoubtedly con 
front Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues, and 
i without eacluding the possibilities of still 
graver difficuliies within the neat‘few weeks; 
vor there is no foundation whatever for the 
theory that Ireland depends for ultimate 
peace on the constitution of a Boundary Lom 
mission in August rather thaa in Uctober. 
What matters 10: the moment to the free 
State is that no doubt should be left about 
the intentions of the present Government to 
make good, so far as in (them lies, the 
blunder of their predecessors 
The essential case tor waiting till Septem- 
}ber before beginnmg to quatre! over Ireland 
here is, not that it posipones an awkward 
decision, but that every day gained adds to 
the chances of a real settlement, and that 
even. the shortest of intervals gives time for 
the development of peaceful courses. The 
oversights in the drafting of the original 
Treaty with Southern Ireland—if, indeed, 
they were oversights at all— point their own 
incegtestable moral. If it is true that strong 
pressure was put upon Ulster to participate 
im those earlier negotiations aad that Ulster 
refused point blank to take a hand in them, 
then it is inconceivable that there should 
have been no prevision of her similar refusa! 
to take a hand in the Commission which the 
Treaty created. No one could have left so 
gra\ e a risk to chance unless he were either 
reckless of the consequences or worn out with 
lung negotiations. Whereyer the ultimate re- 
sponsibility may rest, that blunder, with al’ its 
incalculable consequences, remains a memor 
able and conclusive argument against legisla 
tion by tired men in a harry. 

We are bound to say that we see no 
indication in the action of the Government up 
to the present. stage that they have the 
slightest intention of turning the Irish 
situation—as they might easily do—to their 
own political advantage. it is quite certain 
that the great bulk of Conservatives—perhaps, 
with better reason—are equally determined 
to keep the problem apart from the far more 
important causes which are the fandament! 
féeason for their existence as a party, Mr 
Baldwin,’ repairing from the House of 
Commons to Hemel Hempstead yesterday, 
evening, gave a studiously moderate re- 
cord k' the controversy to a Conserva 
tive gathering, and pledged himself “to 
Say .no..word. that would make it more 
difficult to reach a s@ttlement by agreement.” 
He added, as, perhaps, he was bound to add 
on such an occasion, that, failing such a 
s¢itlement, the Government Bill would be 
opposed to the utmost. These bald statements 
may serve for a speech at a party /éte, but 
the attitude of the Conservative rank and “file, 
for which he spoke, is not quite so simple. 
They recognise well enough their inheritance 
of a double pledge to the "ree State and to 
Ulster. Their real anxiety is to be able to 
satisfy Ulster that the Boundary Commission 
is intended to rectify what exists, not te 
create what is new. Subject to that plain 
undertaking, there is no enthusiasm at all for 
the proposition that Ulster may hold .the 
Empire—to .ay nothin, of the Conservative 
Party--to ransom. There is not the slightest 
disposition cnvwhere to ' tear up the Irish 
Treaty,”’ which is accepted as a fart accompli, 
still less to give the appearance of evading 
its intention. That illusion may well be left 
to the stage-manageérs of a never-ending Irish 
tragedy, while more practical minds devote 
themselves. without passion and without 
heroics to the -disentangling of a knot which 
should never have exist~d. and was never 
worthy .to confuse the course of British
